In the course of his address, the President

into their schools. Any attempt to deny them 


that right was, he thought, an outrage.

“The most important work which engages 
the attention of the Boara of Education for 
these United Dioceses is the inspection and 
direction of the religious education given in 
our primary schools, or in those attended by 
Church of Ireland children. The importance 
of this work is as great as ever. The Roman 
Cathelic Church, keenly alive to the diffi- 
culties which confront their teachers in this 
matter, employs in the Diocese of Dublin 
two highly-skilled inspectors whose duty it is 
to visit and inspect their schools. 

‘Your Board regrets that it has not yet 
been able to consider its future policy in any 
detail, as the results of the bazaar have only 
recently been received. It is glad, however, 
to state its present policy and to outline in 
general terms where it might be altered.” 


TRANSPORT SCHEMES 


The Board proceeds to report that ‘‘an 
effort should be made to jnduce the governors

Flying in Britain 


Aviation in Great Britain, as is. shown 
by the annual report of the Air Ministry, 
continues to develop steadily and fairly 
quickly. Last year, for example, the 
Imperial Airways Company completed ifs 
first ten years of flying, and a comparison 
between its volume of traffic in 1924 and in 
1934 shows how great the progress has been 
since the company began. In that period 
it has increased its mileage threefold and 
its ‘* traffic ton-mileage ' sevenfold, and a 
| similar ‘increase can be noted in all 
branches of civil aviation. More letters 
are being carried by air, more licences are 
being issued to pilots, and more machines 
are being bought by private owners, Last 
year, in particular, marked a great advance 
in the building of the larger machines. 
This development foreshadows an increase 
in the scope of commercial air-lines, and 
owes a great deal to the England-Australia 
race, which, with other things, demon- 
strated the speed and safety of large 
machines over long distances. As a result 
more attention is being given to the design 
of air liners, and the day when regular 
services will be established between 
Europe and America has come appreciably 
nearer, Ten years or more must pass, 
perhaps, before the direct flight across the 
Atlantic will have become safe enough for 
ordinary passenger transport, but the safer 
route via the Azores and the Bermudas is 
a possibility that may be realised very 
quickly, Already Imperial Airways— 
evidently with an eye to the future—are 
building flying boats for a weekly service 
between the Bermudas and New York 
which will come into operation next year, 
and the remaining links to Europe are 
bound to be set up shortly afterwards. 
Aviation still is “ feeling its way,” but 
there seem to be indications that it is ad- 
vancing now with more confidence, and that 
the time is not very distant when, like the 
railway and the motor-car, it will become 
an essential part of all our lives. |

Britain’s Recovery 


A steady decline in the numbers of the 
unemployed in Britain has been among the 
encouraging signs of economic recovery 
during this year, The jncrease of 10,000 
in the figures for September, therefore, has 
come as an unpleasant reminder that 
reverses still must be expected from time 
to time, and that the remaining months 
of 1935 may be a period of unusual diffi- 
culty. Problems of employment, however, 
do not lend themselves to dogmatic 
assertion, and the increase in the figures, 
grave as it is, cannot be considered without 
reference to other aspects of the situation. 
September marks the end of the holiday 
season, and the end, consequently, of the 
work in which many hundreds have been 
‘employed during the summer. Again, 
while 10,000 have lost work, 11,000 have 
entered upon gainful employment. All 
the larger industries and more important ' 
trades employ more workers to-day than 
they employed in 1934, and the whole 
matter is seen in a more cheerful light 
when it is considered that the young man's 
prospect’ of finding work is very much 
better now than it was a year ago. The 
total of the unemployed has dropped in 
the twelve months by 123,000, but the 
number of registered workers has risen

These measures are being drafted 
by the Secretariat of the League, assisted 
by economic experts from a number of 
countries. including Great Britain. It is 
unlikely that all these sanctions will be 
put into operation: at- once, but, if the 
milder ones fail, more severe sanctions 
will replace them as the war continues. 
The suggestion that an economic blockade 
of the Italian coasts may be proposed is 
regarded with some concern as likely to 
provoke acts of war on the part of the 
blockaded country. 


The Mediterranean Fleet 


France’s reply to Sir Samuel Hoare’s 
request that she should state whether she 
would be prepared fo give naval support 
in the Mediterranean if British ships had 
to meet unprovoked aggression has come 
too late to be of much importance. Now 
that Italy is branded as an aggressor, the 
British Navy in Mediterranean waters is 
no longer an independent entity, but 
becomes associated with all the other nai a 
Powers of the League. A point sometimes 


overlooked is that. while under Article 15. 


of the Covenant. economic sanctions must 
be applied by all League members. mili- 
tary and naval sanctions are open to any 
member or group of members determined 
to support the Covenant. 


Difficult Country 


Military experts who have studied the 
campaign in Abyssinia declare, without 
exception, that they would rather be on 
the side of Abyssinia than that of Italy. 
It seems that everything depends on 
whether the Italians advance rapidly or 


slowly. If they make a rapid advance, 
they will increase their difficulties 
enormously, and, even if they advance 


slowly, the pathway is beset with danger. 
British officers who know the type of 
country intimately point out that it was 
possible for the Afridis to get to Peshawar 
in 1931 and for the Mohmands to ambush 
a contingent of our troops last month, and 
similar events are likely to take place in 
Abyssinia. A large army. such as that of 
Italy, is an asset which carries its own 
liability, as it has to be provisioned and 
supplied from outside, and so its exten- 
sive lines of communications have to ba 
protected. This makes a big army an 
awkward and risky instrument for a 
campaign which must largely consist of 
guerrilla fighting. 


General Election Plans 


In "politi. l circles it is‘asserted that a 
general election at the end of a Ba 
may be regarded as a certainty, as all the 
Government party machiner y is ready for 
am appeal to the country. It is the ex- 
pectation of the Government that it will 
Ose a number of seats, but, nevertheless, 
it thinks that it will have a satisfactory 
majority. The autumn is not regard: | as 
altogether suitable for a general election, 
but it is the view of the Conservative 
Patty advisers that it will be wicer to go 
to the country now than later on. Sir 
Robert Topping, the chief agent of the 
Conservative Party, told his azents at 
Bournemouth last week to be ready for an 
election in November, and it seems that a 
decision has been reached to that effect, 
but nothing can be certain vr til Mr. 
Baldwin has given his sanction for an 
appeal to the electorate. 


Possible Changes in the Government 


The Government has been successful in 
obtaining the support of the Opposition 
for its policy of sanctions, and it is wnder- 
stood that, if any further 
crisis develops. certain 


leaders of the 


Opposition will be invited to join the . 


Government. The names of Sir Herbert 
Samuel and a member of the Labour 
Party have been mentioned as among those 
who would be asked to become Ministers 
without Portfolio. Although there may be 
no development to make such a step 
necessary, the Government evidently 
believes that it is best to be prepared for 
emergencies. 


Mr. Lansbury Stands Aside 


Mr. Lansbury has ceased to be leader of 
the Labour Opposition in the House of 
Commons, and for the few remaining 
weeks of the parliamentary session Major 
Attlee will take his place. As was ex- 
pected, considerable pressure was brought 
to induce Mr. Lansbury to withdraw his 
resignation, but he persisted. The fact 
that the resolution asking him to re- 
consider his decision was not carried by a 
majority vote had much to do witi the 
resignation, as it was known that Mr. 
Lansbury might have stayed on had he 
been assured of the support of the whole 
party. Mr, Lansbury’s action has been 
brought about by his refusal to accept the 
official: party policy on sanctions as laid 
down some weeks ago by the trade unions 
and endorsed at the Labour Conference 
last week,

IDEAL GROUND FOR GUERRILLA

ADDIS ABABA, Tuesday, 


The Abyssinians believe that. the 
Italians will stay their advatice for 4 time 
while they consolidate their position and 
make safe their communications. The 
country immediately in front of them is 
more difficult than the area round Adowa, 
and the Abyssinians can be relied on to 
stage surprise attacks and the sniping of 
convoys. 

The ground is ideal for guerilla warfare, 
with its rugged mountains, precipitous 
ravines and unbridged torrents. The 
tracks are practicable only for infantry 
and mules. Machine-gun and snipers’ 
nests will be safe from the Italian tanks. 

Against the admirable cover which 
nature proxides for the mobile tribesmen, 
even aeroplanes will prove of little avail 
to the Italians, except,. perhaps, for drop- 
ping supplies. 

Raids on convoys and the ambushing of 
small parties of Italians are expected to 
keep the Abyssinians regularly equipped 
with arms and ammunition. 


ERITREANS DESERT 


Many Eritreans are reported to be 
deserting from the Italians, bringing with 
them rifles and machine-guns, particularly 
in the Makalle area, fifty miles south-east 
of Adowa. 

Unconfirmed reports have reached here 
alleging that the Italians made use yester- 
day of gas bombs near Adowa.

There 
is already a huge dossier of legal opinion 
on the subject. Needless to say, if it is 
found that unanimity of the Assembly is 
an indispensable pre-requisite for sanc- 
tions, their application becomes much 
more difficult. 


RESERVATIONS? 


Considerable importance is attached to 
the arrival of Colonel Beck, the Polish 
Foreign Minister, who came by air to-day. 
He had a long talk with M. Laval this

OME weeks ago a suggestion was made 
in the Jrish Times that some kind 
of working agreement between the Dublin 
United Tramways Company and the Great 
Southern Railways Company—who suc- 
cessfully operate omnibus services in the 
city and suburbs of Cork—might prove to 
be of benefit both to tramway shareholders 
and to the travelling public of Dublin. 
It was suggested that such a working 
agreement might either be limited to an 
arrangement under which the respective 
companies would have a common 
““ reserve ” of vehicles, and a joint use of 
garages and workshops; or, alternatively, 
that some more complete form of 
“merger”? might be agreed upon. 

There is now good reason to believe that 
these alternatives have been under serious 
cunsideration by the railway and tramway 
boards of directors, and that a well-known 
figure in the transport world has been 
actively engaged, in an advisory capacity, 
in effurts to find a formula which would 
benefit both shareholders and citizens, and 
prove acceptable to the Ministry of 
Industry and Commerce. While it is

A Royal decree published last evening 
in Rome makes it illegal for anyone enter- 
ing the country to bring in Italian bank 
notes to the value of more than 2,000 lire.

upporting the proposals, Mr. P. Kelly, 
delegate, Irish Transport Workers' Union, 
said that these were the rates laid down 
by the Transport Trades Group in the 
Dublin Trade Union Council for motormen, 
and that they would tell the coal traders 
that not a lorry would move if these rates 
were not agreed to. % 

Mr. A. Byrne, delegate, Irish Seamen's 
Union, said that the rates were already in 
operation in the other _ trades. The 
merchants must employ helpers on their 
lorries in accordance with the manning 
scale laid down by the Union, 

New rates were fixed for breasters. 
employed on motor cartage, and rates were 
laid down for split deliveries of coal. : 
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understood that the negotiations are yet 
in their preliminary stages, current 
rumours would appear to receive some 
degree of confirmation from the prolonged 
delays of the Tramways Company in re- 
placing their obsolescent omnibus fleets 
with mrodern and efficient vehicles, and 
from the fact that two.of the four 
members of the Tramways Company’s 
board are also directors of the Great 
Southern Railways Company. There is 
also some reason to believe that the 
management of the Great Northern Rail- 
way .

‘resources, with scarcely any hospitals, 


surgeons or nurses, being now mowed down 
by a vast and pitiless machine of war, 
equipped with all the powers which science 
ns sarpetee for the destruction of human 
ife 

“ We stand by our Government in its 
refusal to acquiesce in this ‘assault upon 
the binding forces of those Treaty obliga- 
tions on which the peace and the honour 
of nations depend, and in its determina- 
tion to join with other members of the 
League of Nations in defending and 
upholding the Covenant of the Leaguc.’’ 

The Archbishop announced that this 
week he would issue an appeal for assist- 
ance to Red Cross work in Abyssinia. He 
asked for support on behalf of “ a cause 
which must appeal to all the instincts of 
our common humanity.”’ 

Dr. Lang emphasised, however, that in 
the present dispute we were bound to give 
full weight to the need of Italy for expan- 
sion, and for some fuller access to the 
supplies of raw materials. 

TIME FOR CONFERENCE 

“ The time has come,” he said, “ for 
an international conference, preferably 
originated by the League, to consider 
impartially and generously a more equit- 
able distribution of the economic resources 
of the undeveloped parts of the world. 

“ With this ought to be resumed the 
endeavour to overcéme that economic 
national selfishness which ignores the real 
facts of the modern world, which prevents 
the adjustment of production and _ con- 
sumption by the free flow of trade, and 
which is admittedly the root cause of 
strain and discontent among the peoples 
of the world.” 


“SNATCH AND GRAB” 

The Bishop of Winchester (Dr. Garbett) 
described Italy’s action as a policy of 
‘snatch and grab,” and asserted that if 
it were successful it was. inevitable that 
within a few years we should be again “fin 
a world governed by the law of the jungle, 
where might is the only right.”’ 

At the Congregational Union Autumn 

meeting at Brighton, the Chairman, Mr, 
Angus Watson, declared that Great 
Britain could not without national dis- 
honour and humiliation fail to recognise 
her pledges, 
The Bishop of Chichester, Dr. G. K, 
Bell, at the same meeting welcomed the 
firm and unanimous judgment of the 
Council of the League. | 


BISHOP’S SYMPATHY WITH 
THE POPE 


The Bishop of Coventry, speaking at 
Leamington Spa last night, said that it was 
a little humiliating that the first nation to 
be judged by the Council of the League of 
Nations as an aggressor, and one which 
had broken its pledged word, was a nation 
wherein Christianity had been established 
from the beginning. 

On the other hand, they knew how 
mighty had been the propaganda and in- 
fluences to which the Italian people had 
been subjected. They also knew the great 
difficulties which confronted the Church of 
Rome in that country. 

“ Whatever our ecclesiastical opinions 
may be,’ added the Bishop, . “our 
sympathy will be with His Holiness the 
Pope at this time. Please God there will 
be manifested there some power, and in a 
remarkable degree some real and penetrat- 
ing Christian influence.”’

. The capacity, of Dublin sewers to take the 


drainage of rural areas at present being 
developed was dealt with by Mr. H. Nicholls, 
Assistant Engineer in charge of drainage in 
the Dublin Corporation, when the Local 
Government (Dublin) Tribunal sat at the 
Four Courts, Dublin, yesterday, Mr. G. 
Gavan Duffy, K.C. (Chairman), presiding. 
In reply to Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., T.D., 
Mr. Nicholls said that from 1925 to 1929 the 
Crumlin area was drained at a cost of 
1,271. From 1870 to 1881 a drainage 
scheme was carried out in the Rathmines and 
Pembroke area at a capital cost of £100,000. 
Mr. James Geoghegan, K.C., T.D., who 
appeared for the Dublin County Council, 
asked if, in view of the ambition of the 
Dublin. Corporation to incorporate Rathmines 
and Rathgar, would it be reasonable to 
expect that the main sewer leading to the 
outfall works would be so constructed as to 
deal with the drainage: from these two places 
when the occasion arose? 

Mr. Nicholls replied that it would. . 

Mr. Geoghegan--How is it that during the 
five years that you have been in undisputed 
control the Corporation is discharging still 
the Rathmines and Pembroke sewage at a 
separate outfall? Has it been purely a 
financial consideration ? 

Mr. Nichols—It is not a thing that can 
be done in a day. It would involve cost 
and planning. There are four or five ways 
in which it can be done. 

Mr. Geoghegan—Can you venture any 
forecast as to the length of time that will 
elapse before the sewage from. Rathmines 
and Pembroke is taken into the main sewer? 
—Í could not give a definite answer to that. | 
Mr. Nicholls: said that the capacity of the 
sewer to Chapelizod was by no means fully 
taxed at present. As for the Artane area the 
capacity gf the sewer on Malahide road was 
over-worked. ; 
Mr, Geoghegan—One sees along Collins 
avenue a great deal of land quite undeveloped. 
Will this sewer on Malahide road be able to 
cope with all the houses that will be built 
there? A large portion of that land is Church 
property, and institutions, such as St. Mary’s 
College and St. Mary's Asylum, have a large 
portion of the land. | 
Referring to the Greater Dublin Commis- 
sion of Inquiry held ten years ago, at which 
evidence was given by Corporation drainage 
experts that there was a gross pollution at 
Seapoint, Bullock Harbour and Killiney, the 
Chairman asked if that pollution still con- 
tinued, s. 

Mr. Nicholls said that he could not.say. 
Chairman—You are aware that the effect of 
their evidence was that the raw sewage was 
discharged by Pembroke and Rathmines into 
the Liffey at a time when the Corporation 
was spending thousands of pounds on treating 
sewage properly ?—Yes.
